THE TROUBLE IN THE BALKANS. 

A free hand has been given to Turkey 
to kill, burn, and ravage in her Euro- 
pean “ vilayets” or provinces. There is 
no doubt of that. It has: been stated 
and restated by the Russian Institu- 
tion—through Count Lamsporrr, Foreign 
Minister, and the Czar’s Ambassador in 
Constantinople, M. Zinovierr—that Tur- 
key was bound to carry out the reforms 
recently agreed upon by the signers of 
the Berlin Treaty—Russia, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Germany, France, and England— 
that Turkey might suppress insyrrectfon 
in her own way; that Russia was 
pledged not to spill a drop of blood ifn 
the cause of the Sultan’s Christian sub- 
jects. With the acceptance of the re- 
forms by Turkey the other signers of 
the treaty have, in their respective Rar- 
liaments, most emphiticaly declared that 
no independent action could be taken by 
any of the Powers, and that it was 
simply their province to see that Tur- 
key should execute the reforms in ques- 


the news contained in the dispatches 
from Albania and Macedonia. 

Neither Albania nor Macedonia has 
geographical or political status to-day. 
Both represent a certain number of 
Turkish vilayets. The former, a Botany 
Bay of ancient Rome, has &’ population 
in which are doubtless the descendants 
of Roman convicts. They embraced Is- 
lam with the fall of the Byzantine Em- 
pire. They hate Jews and Christians. 
They tolerate the Turks without ac- 
cepting them as masters. Most of them 
live a free, lawless life in the mountains. 
In the Greek war for independence they 
offered their services to Greece. The 
Greeks massacred 3,000 of them at the 
fall of Tripolizza. The minority in Al- 
bania is composed of Greek, Servian, anda 
Italian merchants, dwelling principally 
In the towns. They desire a stable form 
of administration such as the reforms 
seern to promise. Naturally the “ wild 
Albanians” do not agree with them. 

An entirely different situation is pre- 
sented in what is called Macedonia. 
Here Turks, Greeks, Bulgarians, Servi- 
ans, and Jews are promiscuously scat- 
tered through the vilayets. Seven dis- 
tinct religions are, more or less devoted- 
ly, practiced among them. The Porte 
has shown a certain ingenuity in govern- 
ing them by seeking to win the good- 
will of the minority in race and religion 
in the various vilayets. Near the Bulga- 
rian frontier, where Bulgarians and the 
Russian Greek Church predomifiate, 
Jews and Servian converts to Protestant- 
ism have nothing to complain of. There 
those belonging to the prevailing race and 
religion have suffered persecution. The 
same method has been pursued in other 
vilayets. Of course; there was constant 
friction, but at no time could the ma- 
jority in race or creed afflict: the minor- 
ity. All might have gone on fairly well 
but for one thing—the Macedonian Revo- 
lutionary Committee. 

This committee, with its headquartérs 
in Sofia and its agencies in Paris, Ber-

cal organizations in the world. Its in- 
formers are in high places, and its ma- 
chinery for securing and disseminatin:

In January last the Russian Foreign 
Minister visited Vienna and Sofie. What 
he did at Sofia is known only to the 
Bulgarian Government and to the Rus- 
sian Institution. At Vienna he and 
Count GoLUCcHowsxk! framed a seriés of 
reforms to be applied to the Buropean 
vilayets of Turkey. With certain. modi- 
fications the scheme was indorsed by 
Germany, France, . and Great Britain, 
and accepted by the Porte. The reforms 
called for expert financial control over 
the collection of taxés and ovér the pay- 
ment of officials and troops; the reor- 
ganization of the gendarmerie by offi- 
cers appointed from neutral Buropéan 
States. It-was moreover suggested that 
the Sultan place the whole scheme in the 
hands of an administrator intimately ac- 
quainted with the heterogeneous ele- 
ments to be tranquillized. 

At the first sign of intervention on the 
part of the Powers, the Sultan had Frrip 
Pasha made Grand Vizier. Ferip is an 
Albanian by birth, has a French educa- 
tion, is devoted to AspuL Hamp, atid was 
at one time President of the Anatolian 
Reform Committee. As a matter of good 
faith the reforms were placed in Fwrip's 
hands for execution. Also as a matter 
of good faith, the Bulgarian Government 
caused the arrest of several leaders of 
the Revolutionary Committee, arms were 
confiscated on the Macedonian frontier, 
and filibustering expeditions about to 
leave Bulgaria were apprehended. Other 
amenities followed. Frrip sent promi- 
nent Albanian chiefs to do missionary 
work for the reform movement among 
their “ wild” constituents. In Macedo- 
nia Turkey placed her Third Army Corps 
on full war footing and began to execute 
the reforms “in her own way,” as had 
been emphasized by Counts LamspDOoRFF 
and GOLUCHOWSKI, and acquiesced in by 
von Buetow, M. DeLacassp, and Lord 
LANSDOWNE. In the meantime M. Zrtno- 
Vierr has established himself as the 
sponsor for the Grand Vizier’s ardor and 
sincerity and as the press agent of the 
Yildiz Kiosk. In Albania the Mohamme- 
dan population is fighting against the 
reforms. In Macedonia the people are 
fighting against the Turkish method of 
enforcing them. The Revolutionary 
Committee declares through its circulars 
that they are a pretext for massacre and 
advises resistance with the certainty of 
Russian aid. The real alms of Russia 
remain, as often, inscrutable.

THE STEEL CORPORATION’S REPORT. 

Whether the first annual report of the 
United States Steel Corporation is as 
satisfactory to the stockholders as they 
would be glad to have it is a question 
which may be variously answered ac- 
cording to the point of view. Its chief 
feature of interest for the general public 
is its fullness and apparent frankness as 
an exposition of the financial condition 
of the company, its properties, quick «s- 
sets, and productive operations on the 
one hand, and its liabilities of all kinds 
on the other hand. How nearly it con- 
forms to the standards of publicity 
which will be fixed by the Department of 
Commerce in its inquisition into the ac- 
counts of the great industrial consolida- 
tions we shall not know until Assistant 
Secretary GARFIEBLD’s plan is developed. 
In the case of the Steel Corporation there 
is warrant for believing that the purpose 
of its anftiual report was to make a full, 
frank, and intelligible exposition of its 
business for the benefit of whom it may 
concern, and that if the public interest 
demands more facts or a fuller analysis 
of assets and additions to capital ac- 
count these will be furnished. The Steel 
Corporation has evidently deemed it good 
business policy to do voluntarily what it 
will probably be necessary to force some

That the greatest industrial consolida- 
tion. ever formed in this or any country 
is prepared to take its stockholders 
frankly into ite confidence and publish a 
complete annual report in addition to cur- 
rent quarterly reports will make it diffi- 
cult in future for new candidates for 
public favor to maintain the fiction that 
stockholders and the public cannot be 
trusted with knowledge of facts essential 
to a correct “stimate of the value of 
their securitic® That plan of “ addition, 
division, and silence” worked very well 
for speculative promoters in the time of 
JoHN Law and the companies floated 
during the excitement of the Mississippi 
Bubble, but modern finance deals with 
facts, and the attractions for. the pru- 
dent investor of a schemé concerning 
which he is to know only what it may 


suit the purposes of the promoters to tell 


him are no longer great.

THE WILLIAMSBURG BRIDGE. 

The business men of Williamsburg, or 
some of them, are just now illustrating 
a tendency which is entirely natural and 
not to be reprehended, but which at the 
same time interposes a threatening ob- 
stacie to any real and comprehen- 
sive scheme of municipal improvement. 
It seems that a certain number of them 
object to the opening of a new street as 
an approach to the new bridge upon the 
ground that such a street will divert 
traffic from their present stands. 

It is to be assumed that any approach 
to the bridge which is intelligently 
planned with a view to the future devel- 
opment of the suburb in question will 
have the effect of readjusting real estate 
values in Williamsburg. The intelligent 
business men will be the first to adjust 
themselves to the readjustment. The un- 
intelligent will continue to insist that 
the approach which is to be the chief 
artery of traffic in the Williamsburg of 
the near future shall be deflected and 
crooked so as to run past their places of 
business. That is the kind of opposition 
that is always aroused in the face of 
any great public improvement. It is 


-mot to be expected that the large and 


public views with which a great work 
should be planned shall coiricide with 
the small and private views of those who 
would be disturbed by the execution of 
it. If the approach to the bridge has 
been planned: with an intelligent view 
to the future, the opposition of those 
who find it inconvenient in the present 
should be entirely disregarded. Let 
them adjust themselves to the new con-

VALUE OF A LAWYER'S SERVICEs.—It has 
been held by Justice Gildersleeve, in a pro- 
ceeding lately before. him, that the services 
of a lawyer in making a motion to compel 
the disclosure of the residence of the plaint- 
iff in a suit, moving for security for costs 
and preparing an answer, are worth only 
$130. He therefore overruled the report of 
H. W. Bridges, the referee, who gave as 
his opinion that-the services in question 
were worth $225. The proceeding was to 
determine the value of.the services of an at- 
torney on the substitution of a new lawyer. 
The action of the referee in saddling the 
} client’ with the costs and expenses of the 
reference ts also disallowed by Justice Gfi- 
dersleeve. “He said that Mr. Bridges was 
absolutely without power to grant costs 
against the client in favor of the lawyer. 
The referee’s only authority was to take 
evidence as to the value of the lawyer's 
lien. “‘ Upon a motion for the substitution 
of attornéys in a pending action,” continued 
Justice Gildersleeve, “‘a reference, ordered 
to ascertain the amount of the —— 
lien, although in form it- ma t

ence, is in fact one to take evidence and re- 
port. to the court, so that at, may be enabled 
to. fix the amount of the Men.
